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Aving heard of a fam’d Coffee-houle in Alder/g ate-ftreet,, 
where Dodétors of the Body, who ftudy Machiavel much 
more than Hippocrates, Mecaniorptiske themfelves into 
State Polliticians ; and the flippery Tongue, of thought- 
lefs Mechanicks, undertake to Expound the Myfteries of 
Scripture, by the Power of Grace without Learning; 
We were willing to refrefh our Intellectts with their 
improving Difcourfes; in which, tho? we had but little expe€tancy of 
difcovering much of the Inzocency of the Dove, yet we had fome hopes 
of Infpeéting a little further into the Subtlety of the Serpent. Thither 
accordingly we fteer’d our Courfe, and enter’d the Ancient Fabrick, by 
Antiquity made Venerable, whofe Infide was lin’d with as great a 
Number of Geveva Chriftians, as if they were met to Sign fome Can- 
ting Addrefs, to Cheat the Government into a good Opinion of their 
Loyalty, whofe Zeal to the Good old Cane was fo Legible in their 
tooks, as if they had Contracted their Faces into Lines and Shrivels by 
looking awry upon Monarchy. Some were very highly extolling the 
Datch Government; fetting forth the Freedom and Profperity of all 
{uch People who flourifh under the happy Conftitution of a Common- 
Wealth. Others Commending the Condudt of all Affairs under the 
Protector-fhip of Cromwell; and how far the Felicity of the Nation, 
in thofe Days, Exceeded the Prefent Happinefs of the Kingdom, fo much 
Boafted on by the Blind Lovers of Kéngly-Power and Epifcopacy. At laft 
up ftarts a bundle of Verbofity, whoI had feen often at a Coffee-hox/e near 
the Court of Requefts,tho’ never here before,to my Remembrance, notwithi- 
ftanding I have gone frequently to the Houfe. He is not Tall enough to be 
a Compleat Maz, nor Short enough to bea Monkcy, having more Mercury in 
his Head, than there is ina Weather-Glafs. His Tongue began to flutter 
about his Mouth, like a wild Bird trappan’d into a Cage ; {pitting out as 
much Venom againit Monarchy, as ever was Spew’d up after a full Stomach 
at a Calves-Heac.Feaf?. His Voice is as untunable when he Speaks, as 
the Screaking of a Countrey Sign in a high Wind, that were a Blind- 
Man to hear him Talk, he might eafily miftake the found to be the 
Whining of fome Puppy that wants the Dug in his Dams Abfence. He 
has one Rhetorical Excellency, which becomes him wonderfully, He 
will affert a Falfity to be Truth, with as Graceful an Impudence, as 
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ever the Salamanca-Saviour of our Lives and Liberties did, when he affirm’d 
Don Yoln of Auffria to be a Tall Black Man, who was quite oppofire 
to the Defcription. He is.one who will never own himfelf in the 
Wrong, and yet is never in the Right; but takes as much Picafure in 
the Juitification of a Lye, as if he Was Cut out by Nature to bea Plot. 
Evidence. What commonly he Reports isas diftinguifhable from Truth, 
as Copper is from Gold: Yet nothing does he bear with more Impa- 
tience than Congfadiétion. - He has got the Secret Hiftory of King 
Charles and King James; alfO. Imago Regis, and fome other Fam’d Pieces 
of the Doétor’s Scurrility, by Heart; and has acquir’d from thence, as 
rare a Knack of railing againft Kings, Juftifying the Martyrdom of 
_ King Charles, and Blackening the Race of the Stewarts, as if he was at 
firft a Maggot bred in one of Shaftsbury’s T——ds, and atterwards became 
a Wa/p with a Natural Propenfity to Stiag and Wound the Memory of 
fo Unfortunate a Family. 1 thought it fo Ungrateful to any Charitable 
Ear, to heara Rattle-Headed Prattle-Box fet up to Reform the Church, 
New Model the Government, and Calumniate the Beft of Princes, that 
I no longer could forbear giving him fuch a Reproof, as{ thought fo 
vain a Babler did in Juftice deferve. Which he fo highly refented, 
that he grew as hot as a Botchers Goofe, to prefs down the Nitty 
Seams of an Old Dublet; that I fear’d he would have burft out into 
fuch an Ungovernable Flame, which nothing would have quench’d but 
a Good Cudgel. My Friend andI, gave himno time to Cool, but ftill fed 
his Paffion with a fupply of fharp Reflections on his paft ‘Talk, till we had 
fpur’d him at lafttofuch a Pitch of Madnefs, that he boild up into fucha 
Ridiculous Froth, as render’d him a Laughing Stock to the whole Come. 
pany ; boafting, what Intereft he had in the Parliament-Houfe, and how 
many Ay’s or No’s, were ready to ferve him upon all juft Occafions, 
We found our felves Obliged to Profecute our Undertaking,to the utmoft, 
for we had reafon to believe, if we had laid down the Scourge, he would 
have, taken it up, and have usd it againft us, with much lefs Modefty, 
and more Barbarity: So that being once engag’d, we were forc’d in our 
own Defence, to purfue the Battle to a Compleat Victory, which with 
much difficulty we obtain’d, that he leap’d up from his Seat, and ran away ; 
Branding us as he went out, with the Name of Papi/ts, for no other 
Caufe, but that we would not fuffer him to rail without Reafon, 
Talk Nonfenfe, without Reproof, and tire the Ears of the whole 
Company, with nothing but Malicious Invectives, againft the Pious 
Martyr, and his Sons whofe Names are too Sacred, ,as being Princes, 

for the Utterance of fo Vile a Tongue. 


As foon as he was gone, I was Defirous of knowing what this Car- 
cafs-ful of Spleen, Ignorance, and [ll-Nature could be; and to fatisfie my 
Curiofity, I enquir’d of a Gentlemen that fat next me, who I difco- 
ver’d by his Talk had fome Knowledge of him, and he told me, the 
chief of his Bufinefs was to fell Pictures by Asction. Nay, fays my Friend, 
if he be an Auctioneer, he’s the more Excufable; for Cozening and Ly- 
ing, are the two moft Neceflary Talents of his Profeffion; and [ll 
warrant you, he puts ’em both in Practice, as often as he has Op- 


porrunity, becaufe he would not willingly Lofe ’em, for want of 
Uiing. 
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Lyars their Odious Talents often Show, 

That they by Practice more expert may Grow: 
So Knaves avd Needles, 0% this Porzt acrec, 
The nore theyre usd, the Sharper jill they, be. 


As my Friend and I, were reflecting between our felves, upon foime of 
the Infolent Expreflions of our Shatter-brain’d Ruaegado, a Merry Plea- 
fant-Look’d Gentleman ftep’d into the Coffee-hou/e, firs down, and whilft 
he was filling a Pipe of Tobacco, Lntertain’d the Company with ‘this 
following Intelligence, ofa remarkable Breakfaft provided by a Generous 
Vintner, on Tvefday the 24 th. in Order to Treat his Guefts, on the follow- 
ing Zharfday Morning, upon which Day, all Cuttomers thould be Free 
to Feaft their Bellies,and youre Welcome Gentlemen ; fo that he as yet had 
only feen it Raw, an Account of which he gave us in a Witty Dialeéct, 
after a Comical. manner, which I will Endeavour to Imitate, in hopes 
to Divert the Reader. 


Geatlemen, fays he, I have feen fuch a Sight to day, would make a Spani- 
ard change his Pace, and turn his Stately Steps into a Dog-Trot, torun after 
st; or make a Dutchman ia farprife, pluck his Hands out of his Pockets, 
and hold "em up, like an Enghfhman goire to be Hang’d, tWPraile the God 
of Plenty for Bleffing his greedy Eyes with fo wonderful a Feaft, or put. a 
French-man éto as great Amazment, as the Snow did the Bantum Em- 
baflador, and make his whole Body move with admiration, like a German 
piece of Clock-work. And, Pray Sir, fays a Grave Gentleman, that fat 
by, What would it make an Englifh-man do, Nothing? Yes Sir, anfwered 
the other, it would make an Englifheman Wher his Knife, if it were Dreft, 
and fall on without Grace, and Stuff his Belly till it was as bard as a Foot- 
Ball, before he would Rife from the Table. But, Sir, fays the Old Gentle- 
man, Youll forget, I am afraid, to tell us what it was; we want to know that, 
Sir. Why, Sir, fayshe, Then Pll tell you, It was a piece of Roafting Beef, buat 
of fuch an extraordinary Size, that ‘len Men might Ride upon’t, without Incom- 
moding themfelves any other Way, than by Gxeafing of their Breeches, and but 
tura it upon tts Back, and it would carry as many People within-lide, as a 
Graves-End-Whierry ; 2¢ was the whole Length of.a Huge, Large, Long, Lin- 
colnfhire Ox, Fed up from a Calf, upon all Long Grafs, that he might grow 
the Longer, there were no Scales at the Cuftom-Houfe big enough to weigh it, 
but they were forc’d to Drive it down to Wapping iz aCart, and weigh it by an 
Anchor Smith's Stillyards, where they Weigh their Anchors, to aifcover the true 
Weight ; it proving, upon exact Computation, to be Four-hundred and Fifteen 
Pound ; which Magnificent Piece of Beef, notwithflanding its Ponderofity, will 
certainly, on the Day appointed, by fome flrong faw'd Men of the Law be taken 
up by the Teeth, without the affiftance of the Southwark-Sampfon, who breaks 
Carmeas Ribs with a Hug, Snaps Cables like a Twine Thred, and draws Draye 
Horfes upon their Arfes, with as much Eafe as a Weftphalia Hog can Crack 
a Cacoa-Nut? But, Pray Sir, fays Mr, Inquifitive, How did they get it Home 
to the Tavern? "The Gentleman reply’d, It was Kgl?'d. in Butchers-Hall 
Lane, and removed from thence, by the Affiftance of as many Butchers walking 
under it, as there are Porters ander a Pageant upon my Lord-Mayors-Day ; 
{ome of the Bloody Fraternity walking before, with their Cleavers mounted on their 
Shoulders, as fo many Maces; and thus Conveyd it Home, in as much Triumph, 
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as sf it hadbeen 2 Lord-Mayor, going to Perfecute the Bakers, attended with as 
many Mob, as the Victuallers Corps that Lay tn State, when he was carryd 
to be Buried with a Drawn Sword upon his Coffin, inftead of double Chalk, aid 
JapsTub. Pray Str, faid 1, Where is this Leviathan of Beef to be Devour'd, 
that a Man may go view this Gluttonous Proaigy, before the Cooks have maiz 
gled it out of all Shape, with their Bucks-Horn Handled Scimitars ? Why Sir, 
{ays he, At the Kings-Head Tavern at Chancery-Lane-End, where at this 
time the Honefteft Vintner s# London Lives; where the beft Wine in Eng 


land és to be Drank, and the feateliel piece of Beefin Chriftendoin, is to 
be Roafted. 


Our Pipes being out, tho” we Imagin’d he might Illuftrate the 
Story, Sir Harry Blant like, with fome few Advantages, yet we Believ’d 
in the main there was fomething in it worth our further Infpection. Upon 
which, we determin’d to Adjourn to the Tavern, where the Gentleman 
Reported this Extravagant Breakfaft was to be Eaten. 


Accordingly we Diicharg’d our Reckoning, and made our Exit, and 
being Spurr’d on with the Conceit of this Amufing Whim, as the Gen- 
tleman had render’d it, by his Diverting Account, we ftumbled alon 
o’er the Pebble Stones, as faft as a Pennyspoff-man, or a Temple Student 
with a Bill into the City, to Receive his iamarae, till we came to the 
Door of this happy Manfion ; which according to the Report weheard, 
abounded with thofe Delights, were in other Taverns very difficult 
to be found: But met with fuch Crowds in Oppofition, Some ftri- 
ving for Entrance, and others for an Exit, that we were forc’dto Struggle 
as hard for our Admittance, as a couple of be-lated Beaus do to 
fqueeze into the Pit, when the Girl isto Sing a New Bawdy Song, or 
Dogget in Love for Love, 1s to Play Son Benjamin; but at laft with 
no {mall ftriving we Shot the Entry into a Pav’d Yard, where we waited 
as Long for a Sight of the Demi-Carcafs of the Beaft, as a Gentleman 
in Adverfity, does for the Sight of a great Man, when his Bufinefs is 
to Beg a Favour, or put htin in Mind of a Promife he never intend- 
ed to Perform: At laft, in the Interchange of Comers and Goers, we flip’d 
into the Kitchen, where about a Dozen of the moft Eminent Fack-Win- 
ders in Flect-ftreet, fome in their Night-Caps and White-Aprons; like 
Heathen Priefs going to Kill the Sacrifice; others with their Sweaty 
Hair ty’d back in a Lift Garter, that it might not hang in their Light, 
and hinder them in the Performance of the Difficult Task they had un- 
dertaken, which was to Spit this Unwieldy Monfter, with fuch Mathes 
matical Judgment, that it fhould run roundby the help ofa in as 
true a Poife, as the Sail of a Windmill in a frefh Gale; after they in 
Vain had Wounded the Back of Beef in fundry Places, either an Ach- 
Bone, a Chine-Bone, a Blade-Bone, or a Rib, ftanding in their Way, ftill 
deny’d Entrance to their Mafly Weapon; that they Puffd and Blow’d 
at their }ruitlefs Labour, like fo many Cu/tom-Hou/e Porters, Lifting at 
a Wooll-Pack; and at laft fitting down, like a Jury of Inqueft over a 
Dead Corps, they began to Confult of fome new Meafures, to force 
this Stubborn Piece of Mans-Meat, into a Submiffion of being Roafted : 
At laft one of the Burgeffes of the Dripping-Pan ftarts up, and wifely 
made this motion, to the reft of the Greazy Brother-hood, My Honeft 


Freinds and Neighbours, fiace we the Profeffors of, and Wellwifhers to the Noble 
Art 
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Art of Cookery, are Afjembled together in our proper Element the Kitcheti; 
upon this Solemn Occafion, let us not be Baffled by the Back-Bone of an Ox; 
but let’s ftir up our Brains with the Fire-Fork of Urderflanding, and by the 
Flame of Reafon, give fre(h Light to our Fudgments, that we may fee to Spit 
this Pack-Saddle of Beef, or the Reflections of the Town will put us all upon 
the Rack, and every Sawcy Jack, will tumble our Reputation into the Dri 
ping-Pan. I therefore declare my Opinion is, That we forthwith fend for my 
Neighbour Knockdowdy the Smith, and his Man Thump, and by the affi- 
fiance of them and their Sledges, we may Compleate our ‘Task, in as little 
time, as 4 Man may boile an Egg, or melt a Pound of Butter Juft asthe 
whole Society of Lickefingers, had with great Applaufe very highly ap- 
prov’d of their Brother Skémpor’s Advice, who fhould Crowd into the 
Cook’s Territories, but a Carpexter Arm’d witha huge Mallet, as if Pro- 
vidence had fent him purpofely to their Affiftance, who undertook to 
do more Work with his Wooden Weapon at one Blow, than all the 
Cholerick Company of Unthinking Bunglers, were able to do with 
their United Strength without him. This Speech gave ’em frefh Courage, 
fo that every Epicurean’s Minion ftarted up as Nimbly to his Bufinefs, as 
a Mafter of Anatomy at Surgeons-Hall to a DifleCtion, inftead of the 
Spitting, of a Dead Carcafs. The Underlings of the Sweating Tribe were 
appointed to fharpen Broomflaves; the Vintner having that Day broke 
all the Kent-frreet Merchants, who came by the Door, that the Handles 
of their Ware might be Pointed into Skewers for his Beef, and the Broom 
be bound up into Brufhes, not to Sell to his Cuftomers, but to kindle 
that Montanious A:tna, at which this more aftonifhing Breakfaft, than 
ever was feen in Heliogabalus’s Kitchen, was to be Roatted. 


When with the Induftry of all the Cwulinarian-Crew, they had 
made a Thorough+Fare for the Spit, from the Right Buttock of the 
Beaft to the Left Shoulder of the Non-refifting Morfel, fuch Acclama- 
tions of Joy were Belch’d up by the Greafiy Undertakers, as would 
have dafh’d a Mob out of Countenance, that Yelp out their Huzza’s 
at a Gan-Powder-Treajon Bonfire; and he that was chief Leader of the 
Knights of the Frying-Paz, {trutted about the Kitchen with his Arms on 
Kimbo, Puffing and Swelling, like Drawean-fir, in the Rehearfal, after, 
with his own fingle Hand, he had Slain a whole Army; Crying out 
in a Majeftical Voice, "T%s Done! tis Done! The Mighty Deed is Done! 
Which Words were no fooner fpoke, but in comes Raggoe-Raicy, and 
after him a Neighbouring Brother :Sloven, chief Prefident of the S/ap- 
Dabs, who feeing the Noble Duke of Carnis Bubaline, trufs’d up to his 
good Behaviour on a Spit, containing as much Iron as, by Computation, 
would have made a Sheet Anchor,for one of Fulius Cefar’s firft Rates,when 
the whole Fleet Rid in Holborn Ditch, upon his Landing in Loncon, 
fell into fuch a wonderful Rage, to think they fhould be flighted, and not 
have timely Summons to appear at fo great a Solemnity, but lofe the 
Reputation of having any thing todoin fo remarkable an Adventure in 
their owr properBufinefs, falling both into a mightvPaffion,withthe Mafter 
of the Houfe, One Vowing Revenge to the Vintners for his Sake, and that he 
would put no more Sack in his Puddings for 4a Twelvemonth: The other 
Swearing for ought he knew, he would ufe no more Claret ix Fifh-Sawce, 
as long as he Liv’d, but would make the Knaves as humble to a Cook, as 
4 Tip-ftaff 4s to Lord-Chief-Juftice. Ifevery Brother Coguas was -—? 
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his Mind, for the great Indignity he had put upon the Profefiion, by 
Neglecting to Invite, not only two fuch Neighbours and Cuitomers, 
but Men fo Eminent in the Generation they Live in, for Conquering 
all difficulties inthe Noble Art of Cookery; who had Spit fo many ttately 
Chines, Barons, Sides, and Sirloins, and not to be at the Spitting of his 
Grace the Duke, when they had fo juft a Title, to be. prefent at the 
AGion: Well, it was fuch an affront, that if they had him but at Home, 
in either of their own Kitchens, they would Rea/-him, and Toa/l-him, 
and Tumbleehim about in the Dripping-Paz, till they had made him a 
Greafy Sop, fit for the Devils Eating. Having thus Vented their Paffions, 
they both look’d Bluff upon tlie Bar, and turn’d out of the Honfe, in 
as Splenctick anhumour, as if a Sawce-Paz of Butter had run to Oy, the 
Venifon-Pafty been over Bak?d, or the Fat fall’n into the sure. 


The chief Operator and his Affiftants, who were fo very Joyful, they 
at laft had overcome the greateft of their difficulty, like Prudent Ar- 
tificers, began now to Examin the Truth of their Work, and try whe- 
ther it was pois’d with that Exattnefs as was Neceffary, for the Eafe 
of the Turx-/pit ; but found, like Notable Cozjurers, that one Side was juft 
as much too Heavy, by as many Pound as t’other. was too Light; which 
now was no way to be Remedied, but by Chipping and Paring, till they 
had brought em to an Equality; which by that time they had Cut off 
as many Slivers as amounted to the Weight of about Fifty Pound, was 
finifh’d effeGually, with great Gladnefs and Applaufe. 


Beef-jfakes, we now obfery’d, were as plenty about Houfe, as Yolks 
of Eges in Brewing-time; which Encourag’d us, notwithftanding the 
Hurry, to fit down in the Kitchen, and take fhare of the Superfluity, 
and alfo over our Flask to. take Notice of the divers Humours, and 
Various Sentiments of the Numerous Spectators, who flock’d in and 
out, as falt to behold the Novelty, as if it had been the Corps of an 
Old Woman laid in State, that had Hang’d herfelf for Love of a Young 
Fellow of five and twenty. Amongft the reft, in came an Old Gen- 
tleman, who look’d as Grave as a Moderz Philofopher in the Laboratory 
of an Alchimift; and that he might take a more fatisfactory Survey of 
this Uncommon Eatable, which look’d as trightful upon the Spit, as 
the Flyine-Dragon, upon St.George’s Spear, when he Refcu’d the Damfel 
from the Teeth and Talons of the furious Monfter, after he had fum- 
bled as long in his Pockets, as a Hypocrite does to find a Farthing for a 
Beggar, he at laft pulls out his artificial Peepers, which he mounted upon 
the handle of his Face, that the wonderful Object might be thereby 
render’d the more Confpicuous to his Sight; round which he walk’d 
with as much Circumfpection, as ever a prying Virtaofa did round a 
Glafs Bee-hive, to obferve how the Winged Labourers work their Hozey- 
Combs ; telling the Ribs, meafuring the Lexgth, with his Crutch-headed 
Cane, guefling at the Weight, turning up the Ramp, as the Monkey did 
the Cats Tale, when he ran the Spiggot in her Fuaxdament, and at, laft 
holding up his Hands lke a Belly-Saint, Craving a Bleffing upon his 
Food, he broke out into this Joyful Rapture, Look ye, dye fee, Gentle. 
men, on the wother band, it may be, we are the happieft Nation wn the Worlds 
for let us but Confider: Dye hear me, what a Bleffing of Providence it is as 
@ Man may fay, that fuch a Glorious Sight as this, that is a Glorious Sigh 
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I fay, is tobe feen among ft us, after fo long a War; That let me tell you; 
had it continu’d till now, fuch a piece of Beef as this, without great Mercy, 
would have been a much more Graceful Sight than the fatteft Alderman iz Lon- 
don: Then fell a Laughing at his Jeft, till he brought bimfelf into a Fit of the 
Phthifick, which pat 2 Period to his Learned Oration. 


The next Speétator, that was worth our Notice, was a kind of a 
Captain Blaffre, who was fo Brim full of Oaths, that he run over, like 
a Southwark-Ditch at a Spring-Tide; andI am apt to believe, were his 
Bottom to be fathom’d, he would prove as Filthy. Wily the Pox, fays 
he, to one of the Drawers, Was your Mafter [uch a Fool to have the Head 
Cut off, which would have been fo great a Grace to your Pack-Saddle Monfter, 
that [ll warrant you, there’s never a Cuckold about Town, Lat what would 
have hada Peep at him? The reafon Sir, fays the Drawer, That my Majfter had 
it Cut off was, Becaufe the Range is not long enough to Roaft it. Cats Nouns, fays 
the Gentleman, your Cooks are all Blockheads, for they might have traft it 
as (hort with the Head on, as tis now without it. How Sir? fays the Matter 
of the Roaft, with great Indignation, I have been a Student in the Art of 
Cookery, above this Twenty Years, and I do affirm Sir, that what you fay is 
Impoffible. Then I do fay, veply’d the Gentleman, That thou art a meer Cods- 
head of a Cook, and I can tell thee which way it may be done prefently, if the 
Head had been on. VU hold you Sir, fays the Cook, The Price of the Beef, 
to a Pound of Kjtchen-ftuff, if the Head had been on, it malt have requir’d 
fo much the Longer Fire to have Rosfted it. No, no, fays the Gentleman, 
it had been but , lors the Neck, and you might have brought the Head round, 
and have {tuck one of the Horns thro’ the Body, as ~ do the Bill of 4a Wood- 
Cock; what think you of that, Domine Coquus? Efaith Mafter, fays he, I 
did not think of that ; now you have put it in my Head, I don’t queftion but 
I could have done it ; but what fhould we lave done with the Horn, that was 
next to the Fire? For that, fays he, would have hung upon the Range, and 
have flop’d the going of the Meat. That, fays the Gentleman, I Defign for 
the Cook’s Fees. At which, the Company fell into a Laughter, which kind- 
led fuch a Fire in the Cook’s Countenance, that his Looks were almoft 
fufficient to have Scalded all the Company out of the Kitchen. 


By this time we had Eat a Stake, and Drunk up our Flask of Wine, 
and being quite tired with the Cook’s Clutter, the Confufion of Tongues, 
the Hurry of the Houfe, and other Inconveniences, that always attend 
fuch Publick Novelties: ‘We adjourn’d to our own Homes, in order 
to difpatch fome Domeftick Bufinefs, which with repofing Nature, took 
us up our time, till Thurfdey Morning, upon which day this Liberal 
Entertainment was to be in a Roafted Readinefs to Oblige the Guefts. 


When the Morning came, my Friend and I, having a great defire 
to difcover what an AttraCtive Influence, fuch a Magnificent Piece of 
Beef, had upon the Good Stomachs of this Town, we refolv’d not to 
lofe the Opportunity of Gratifying our Pallats, as well as Feafting our 
Eyes, and come in for our fhare of the Benefit, as well as the reft of 
the Town Epicures; and that we might alfo the better inform our felves, 

~ how the Whim took amongft thofe Tipling Gudgeons, for whom the allu- 
ring Bait was in chief defign’d. When we came tothe Door, we had 
more difficulty to get Admittance, then we had before; for as many 
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P.ople were Crowding to fee it at the Fire, as there were to fee tlic 
Ox Roafted upontheIce. When we had fquees’d fide-ways thro’ the 
Entry, with as much Pains as a Fat Man takes to fhove his Guts thro’ 
a narrow Turi-file, we got into the Yard, where fuch a Litter of Draw- 
ers were feampering from Cellar to Bar, and from Bar to Company, that it 
was difficult to b-lieve.the whole Houfe could have entertain’d Guefts fufh- 
cient to have requir’d juch a Number of Attendance ; as many Bells rattling 
at atime, as o’er a Green-Birds-Cage, when the Feather’d Azimal (tho? 
hares a Cat) Rings Whittington ; the Servants all Puffing and Blowing 
Uke Grey-hounds after a Courfe, fweating like a Couple of Chairmen 
sn the Dog-Days, who had juft fet down a Bulky Nobleman. The 
“itchen being now as hot asGainea at Noon-day, we concluded there we 
‘ould be beft Attended, being nearthe Bary,and the leaftincommoded fo: 
want of Room,could we butreconcile our Bodies tothe extraordinary Heat, 
which we thought we could more eafily endure,than many otherInconveni- 
encies we should have found elfewhere, Accordingly, we ventur’d into the 
Sitchen, which at firft Entrance, feem’d hot enough to have Bak’d a 
Cv fard in the middle of it, but feating our felves at.a convenient diftance 
‘om the Fire, and where we drew in a little Cool Breath at a Back- 
oor, we found our felves well ferled in a pretty moderate Climate: The 
oor Carcate of the Beaft was by this time fo Lamentably Mangled by the 
Curs and Slafhes of the broiling Carvers, that had Sir Courtly Nice, 
or my Lady Squeamifb, been to have taken a View of the Roafting Rari- 
ty, thcy would fcarce have Long’d to have been Partakers of the Feaft ; 
for the Shoulders and the Ribs were foon ftripp’d as bare of their flefh 
as if the Tower-Lyoas,or the Tygar, had been juft at Breakfaft on’t; and 
the Buttock, and more flefhy Parts, were Cut and Digg’d fo full of holes 
and furrows, that it look’d as Diffigur’d, as the Carcafe of a Goofe, after 
a couple of Yunbelly’d Charch-Wardens have had the Picking on’t: Yet 
the Poor Avatomy Cock’d his Tail, as he ran round upon the Spit, like 
Ralls Dolbinin a full Gallop; the Turn-fpit fo difcolour’d with Sweat, 
Soot, Smoak and Afhes, that both him and his Cookery look’d as if one 
Devil was Roafting of another, letting fall fo faft their greazy Tears, 
25 if there was an Emulation between both, who fhould afford the moft 
Dripping, the Cook and his Attendants were fo very bufie about the 
Carcafe of the Beaft, that every Round it took, it was at leaft two or 
three Pound the lighter. 


Py this time a Generous Plateful of the Good Creature was brought 
asa Trefent to my Fricnd and I, with all the reft of the Appurtenances 
at once, without the ‘Trouble of Calling; which encouraged our Appe- 
ties, and gave us a better Liking to our Treat ; which 1n Juftice I muft 
fay, according to the old Englifh way of praifing Beef, was as Rich, 
Fat, lounc, Well-jed, Delicious Meat, as ever was taken into the Mouth, 
maiticated berwcen the Tecth, and {wallow’d into the Belly of a true Eng- 


iineman. By that ume we had madean end of our Plentiful Commons,

She Bones of the whole Carcafs were pair’d as clean as the fharp whet- 


rc! Weapons of the Blunt Diffectors could well Pick ’em, infomuch that 
tho Veotner found himfelf, under a Neceffity of fending for two Barrons 
niore, Or balt his Guefts would have been difappointed of their Breakfaft. 
Por tie denolers whofe Bufinefs call’'d them to Weftminfter, omitted their 
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-cunomary Hating of Roaff-Beef in Hell, and came Roaring in Crowds 
with 
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with fuch Devilifh Stomachs,which the Exercife of their Liings in the Hall, 
had made as infariate as their Confciences;their Tongues,as faftas they came 
in, Pieading fo very hardin the behalf of their Bellies that nothing was heard 
but Beef, Beef, Bee}, Threatening to Run all to the Devi! prefently, 
if the Mafter did not retain ’em fpeedily, by greafing their Sromachs 
as well as their Hands, with a Prefent of his Fat Opfonium, which he 
Promifed ’em to do with all imaginable Expedition, and fo Pacified ’em 
with good Words, till the next was Roafted. Having now well fraight- 
ed the Hold of our Veffels, with excellent Food, and delicious Wine, 
ata {mall Expence, we Scribled thefe following Lines «with Chalk upon 
the Wall, fo took our Departure from thence, and fteer’d our Courfe 


to a more Temperate Climate.

Confidering Coffee to bea Liquor that fits moft eafic upon W’ine,we thought 
it our beft way to Check the aipiring Fumes of the moft Chriftian Juice 
by an <Antichriftian-Dofe of Mahometan Loblolly, and tohear what News 
the Grizly Trumpeters of Fame’s Reports, had rak’d up together from 
Credulous Noddies; Whohear without Attention, believe without Rez- 
on, and affirm without Probabillity. Accordingly we went into a great 
Coffee-Houfe by the Temple-Gate, where a parcel of Grave Men, were 
thickening the Air with the Fumes of their Niécotianian Weed, we fat 
down amongit the reft of ’em,moft of the Company, we obferv’d, being 
as choice of their Words, as a Mifer is of his Treafure ; each feeming as

Befides, fays he, Authority we fee rightly given into the Hands of thofe Per- 
jons who have juft Title to Receive and Execate the fame, by being truly Quali- 
fied as the Laws require, prevent the Ignorant from Diffenting from the Church, 
and Alienating their Obedience from the true Wor{bsp of God, as well as from 
their Soveraign Princes, which Power given into the Hands of Diffen- 
ting Magiftrates, have at all times Encourag’d: When the Sword was carryd 
to the Meeting-houfe, bow Empty were the Churches, and Numerous the 
Congregations of tbe Saints? But fince the Magiftracy of the City is given 
ou the Right-fide, who much better deferve it, the Churches are every where 
as full, as tf true Chriftianity of Late, by the Induftry of our Clergy, and Care 
of our Magiltrates, bad been greatly Advanc’d;, andthe Affemblies of the Over- 
Righteous, are grown Jo very thin, that it is verily Beliew'd, if things fucceed 
as they begin, the Dancing-Matters about this Town may in a little-time 
have Choice of Good Schools, at more Reafonable Rates than ever: And that 
I think, Boys, is much better News, than to fee Paul’s Church as Empty as 
a Saturday’s Change, aad the Meeting-Houfe as fall as Weftminfter-Hall 
in an Ifuable Term. Moft of the Company agreeing rightly with the 
Old Gentlemans Sentiments, applauded him highly for expreffing his 
Affections to the Eftablifh’d Church. This ferious Speech of the old 
Cavalier’s, was a Key to the Hearts of all the reft, who began, after 
one had open’d, like a Pack of true Beagles at full Cry, to hunt down 
the Churches Enemies with alk imaginable Speed; all expreffing 
fo venerable a Character of the Prefent Lord-Mayor, that few Magi- 
{trates have deferv’d, and fcarce any Enjoy’d; fo highly extolling him 
for his great Charity towards the poor Prifoners, and many other Com- 
mendable Ads of Ho/pitality; which has defervedly rais’d him to fo

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‘faving now waited our time till about Ningat Night, we thought 
it . reafonabie Hour to take leave of the Coffee-houfe, and repair to our 
«vn Lodgings, where my Bufinefs engag’d me to continue clote, till 
tue Triumphs of the City cal’d me to. make one of the Innumerable 
Viuleiote of Gaping Spectators. When the Morning tame, that my 
Lerd-Mayor and his Attendants were to take their’ Amphibeous Jour- 
acy to M’eftminfler-Hall, where his Lorafbip according to the Cuftom of 
his Anceftors, was by a Kifs of Ca/veseLeather, to make a fair promife 
to his Majefty, I equip’d my Carcafe in order to bear with little 
Dammage, the Hufflles and Affronts, of the Mannerly Mobility, of whofe 
wild Paftimes and unlucky Attacks, I hadno little Apprehenfion ; and 
when my Friend and I, had thus carefully Shelter’d our felves under 
our Ancient Drabdeberries, againft their dirty Aflaults, we ventur’d to 
move towards Cheap-fide, where I thought the ‘Triumphs wouid be moft 
Vifible, and the Rabble moft Rude, looking upon the Mad Frolicks and 
Whimfies of the Latter, to be altogetheras Diverting, (provided a Man 
takes Care of the Dariger) as the Solemn Grandure and Gravity of the 
Former. When I came to the End of Blow-Bladder-Street 1 faw fucha Crowd 
before my Eyes, that I could fearce forbear thinking the very Stones of the 
Street, by the Harmony of their Drums and Trumpets, were Metamor- 
phos’d into Men, Women, and Childrew; the Ballconies, were hung with 
old Tapftery, and Turky-work Table-Cloaths, for the cleanly Leaning of the 
Ladies, with whom they were chiefly fill’d, which the Mob had foon 
- Pelted into fo Dirty a Condition, with their Kennel Amunition, that 
fome of them look’d as Nafty, as the Cover-Cloth ofa Led-Horfe, that 
had Travel’d from St. Margates to London, in the midft of Winter; the 
Ladies at every Volley quitting their: Poft, and Retreating into their 
‘Dining Roomes, as Safer Garifons to defend them from the Affaults 
of their Mifchevious Enemies, fome Freting at their Daub’d Scarfs, like 
a Godly old Woman that had dropt her Bible in the Dirt, Sing’d her 
High-Crown’d-Hat, or broke her Spectacles ; others wiping their New Com- 
modes, which they had bought on purpofe to Honour his Lordfbip, ex- 
prefling as much Anger in their Looks, as a difappointed Bride, or a 
Dutch Houfe-Wife, when an Engli{bman has blow’d his Nofe in her Parlour, 
the Windows of each Houfe, from the Top tothe Bottom, being ftufPd 
with Heads, Pil’d one upon another, like Skulls in a Charnel Houafe, all 
gazing at the Lobcocks in their Coney.Skin Pontificallibuffes, with as 
much Intention, as if an Indian Prophete/s had been Riding thro’ the City, 
upon the back of a Tygar. Whilft my Friend, and I were thus ftaring 
at the Spectators much more than the Show, the: Pageants were advanc’d 
within our View, and fuch a Tide of Mob overflow’d the Place we 
- ftood -in, that the Women cry’d out for Room, the Children for Breath, 
and every Man, whether Citizen or Forreigner, {trove very hard for his 
Freedom ; for my own part, I thought my Intrails would have come 
out of my Mouth, and [I fhould have gone fhotten Home, I was fo 
clofely Imprifon’d betwen the Bums and Bellies of the Multitude, that 
I was almoft fqueez’d as flat as a Napkin in a Prefs, and would have 
joyn’d with the Rabble with all my Heart,to have cry’d Liberty, Lsberty. 
In this Pageant was a fellow, Riding a Cock-horfe upon a Lyon, but 
without either Boots or Spurs; as ifintended by the Proje€tor, to fhow 
how the Citizens Ride to Epfome on a Saturday-Night, to bear their 
Wives Company till Mozday Morning, | 

Or elfe to det the Hen-peck’d Cuckolds know, 
A Lyon’s Tam’d more eafie than a Shrow. 
D | At 
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At the Bafe of the Pedeftal were feated four Figures, reprefenting, according to my -» 
moft Rational Conjecture,the four principal Vices of the City,viz. Fraud,Ufury,fcemi ig 
SanGity and Hypocrifie* As foon as. this was paft,the Induftrious Rabdble,who hate Idle- 
nefs, had procur’d a dead Cat, whofe wreaking Puddings hung dangling from her 
torn Belly, cover’d all-over with Dirt, Bicod and Naflmefs, in which pickle fhe was 
handed about by the Babes of Grace, as an innocent Diveriion; every now and then 
being tofs’d into the Face of fome gaping Booby or other; and made him look of as 
delicate a Compleétion, as if his Cheeks had been Painted between a Tom-T 
and a Chimney-Sweeper. By that time this {port had gone a little about, Crying «

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no Sgvibs, no Squibs ; another Pageant aproach’d us, wherein an old Fellow fat ina 
Blue Gown, drefs’d up like a Countrey Schooi-Mafter, only he was Arm’d witha 
Sythe inftead of a Burch Rod, by which I underftood this figuré’reprefeated Time, 
which was defign’d, as I fuppofe, to put the City !n mind how apt they are to 
abufe the old Gentleman,and not difpofe him to fuch Good Ufes as the Laws of God, 
and the Laws of Man require, but trifle their time away, in thole three Vanities, 
which were reprefented by the three Figures, under the Dome, wiz. Falfe-bood, 
Pride, and Jucontinency, which are chiefly owing to the other four Figures, at the 
Anales, reprefenting, as I {uppofe, the Cities Imprudence, Impatience, Intemperance, and 
Inbumanity;, when this Pageant was pafs’d, the Ingenious Rabble, had got a Leathern 
Apron, which they tyed full of Sirreverence, as hard as a Foot-Ball, and afterwards 
prick’d it full of Holes with a Taylors Bodkin, then flung it from one to another, 
it fpewing it’s Excrement thro’ the’ let-holes, upon every Body it met with; the 
Mob, crying out, when it had hit any Body, All Honey, all Honey. By that time the 
Plebeian Gentry, had Diverted themfelves about a Quarter of an Hour with this 
their Odoriferous Sweet- Bag, A third Pageant was advanc’d forward, which appear’d 
tothe Sight much Richer than the reft, the chief Figure in it, Reprefenting, as I lm~- 
magin’d, a Lady of Pleafure, being Dreft in much Coftlier Robes, than the other Fe- 
male Repréfentatives; which may ferve to let the City know, that Whores in this 
Wicked Age, to the great Difhonour of Vertue, wear richer Apparrel at the Expence 
of their Keepers than Honeft Women, and thofe three Maides that attend her, as her 
Servants, fignifie the Pride of a Con¢ubine, who will not be Content without three 
Servants,when the Lawfull Wife perhaps muft be glad of one; and thofe four Figures 
that are plac’d Beneath the .reft, fignifie the fad Calamities, that attend the Con- 
veriation of Lewd Women,viz. Pox, Poverty,Sbame,and the Gallows. This Pageant is 
chiefly Dedicated to the London-Prentices,at the Charge of the Society for Reformation. 

In every Interval between Pageant and Pageant, the Mob had {till a new Project 
to put on Foot. By this time they had got a piece of Cloath, of a Yard or moré 
Square, this they dip’d in the Kennel, till they had made it fit for their purpofe, thea 
tois’d it about, it expanding it felf in the Air, and falling upon the Heads of two or 
three at once, made em Look like fo many Searers under a Pall, every one Luging 
a feveral way to get it off his Head, oftentimes falling together by the Eares about 
plucking off their Cover-/lut. By that time fourty or fifty of the heedlefs Spectators, 
were made as Dirty as fo many Scavengers, the fourth Pageant was come up, which 
was a moft Stately Rich snd Noble Chariot, made of Shit-Deal and Paft-Board, and 
in it fitting a Woman Reprefenting (as 1 Fancy) the Whore of Babylon, drawn by two 
Goats, fignifying her Luft; and upon the Backes of them two Figures, Reprefenting, 
Fealoufie and Revenge, her Attendance Importing the Miferies that follow her; and 
the Kittle-Drums and Trumpets ferve to fhow that where {fo e’er fhe comes, ’tis with 
Terrovr and Amazement. 


The Rabble having Chang’d their Sport, to a new, Scene of Unluckinefs, had got a Budechs- Horn, 
which they filld with Kennel-water, and pourd it down Peoples Necks and into their Pockets, that it 
Ran down cheir Legs into their Shooes, the Ignorant Sufferers not readily Difcovering from whence the 
Wer came. When Rey had Enercis'd this new Invention about a quarter of an Hour, the Fifth Pageant 
niov’d forward, wherein all forts of Trades were Reprefented 5 a Man working a Tobacco Engine, as if he 
was Cutting of Tobacce, bur often did not; a Woman Turning of a Wheel as if fhe Spun, but did nor3a 
Poy,as it he was Dreffing of an Old Womans Hat, but was nots which was defign’d, as I fuppofe to re- 
fleet upon the brands and Failings of che City Traders, and fhow that they often pretend todo what ihey 


donot, and to be what they are not, and will Say what they Think not, and Think what they Say not, 
and chat the World may See, there are Cheats in all Trades.
